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House Passes Bill To Permit School 


Districts To Raise Their Tax Rates

SPRINGFIELD 1B-A bill to per­ 
mit downstate school districts to 
raise their tax rates for schools 
went to the Senate 
today with 
House approval. 
The bill, backed by the School 
Problems Commission, was passed 
in the House Tuesday. 
It 
would 
permit 
elementary 
school districts to levy a maxi­ 
mum rate of 65 cents per HOO 
valuation without referendum, in­ 
stead of the present 50 cents, and 
to boost levies from $1.25 to $1.40 
with a referendum. 
Districts operating both elem en­ 
tary and high schools would , be 
permitted to increase their tax 
rates from $1 to $1.25 with only a 
“ back door referendum ” That is 
a referendum would be required 
only if demanded by 5 per cent of 
the voters. 
With a formal referendum these 
districts would be allowed to raise 
their levies from $2 to $2.50. 
Rep. Charles W. Clabaugh, School 
Problems Commission chairman, 
said the bill would bring the state’s 
elementary districts up to the tax 
level permitted for *gh school dis­ 
tricts, and also would destroy ar­ 
guments by some school districts 
for not raising their local taxes to 
meet educational needs. 
He said some 265 districts now 
levy the minimum 50 cents rate 
and argue they cannot increase it 
because they cannot get the voters 
to approve an increase by refer­ 
endum. 
The maximum 
rate for high 
school districts 
without 
referen­ 
dum was increased from 50 cents 
to 65 cents in 1955. 
The House also passed and sent 
to the Governor bills appropriat­ 
ing a record-high 10S million dol­ 
lar operating budget for the.Uni- 
veraity of Illinois for the coming 
two years. Also passed to the Gov­ 
ernor was a 117,975.000 appropria­ 
tion for capital improvements at 
the university. 
Sent to Senate 
Passed and sent to the Senate 
was a state “quick take” bill to 
permit condemnation of property 
for highway construction with the 
state taking immediate possession. 
Litigation over any condemnation 
action 
would be settled 
in the 
courts after the state had obtain­ 
ed possession of the land. 
The House moved to the Senate 
a 
right-to-know” 
bill 
requiring 
that all meetings of state and oth­ 
er governmental units be open to 
the public. 
Other bills passed in the House 
and sent to the Senate would: 
Create a commission to study 
the possibilities for restoring to use 
land 
stripped 
by mining opera­ 
tions. 
Appropriate $1,075,000 
for the 
state’s share of the salaries of 
county farm and home advisers. 
Set up 
survey 
committees in 
each county to study possible fur­ 
ther consolidation of school dis­ 
tricts. 
Permit courts to order persons 
thought to be suffering from men­ 
tal illness to be held for diagnosis, 
care and 
treatment at 
regional 
mental health centers for up to 
60 days.

Hidden Taxes 


Editorial - BY BRICH BIOSSAT 
This has been a year for loud 
complaint from the citizen taxpay- 
e r over government spending and 
taxes. 


According to the Tax Foundation, 
an outfit which makes a business 
of studying the country’s tax load, 
the noise would be even louder 
if most taxpayers realized exact 
ly how much of their income goes 
for taxes of all kinds 
The foundation says the aver­ 
age ti. S citizen plunks out a third 
of his total take in federal, state 
and local levies. 
This of course 
includes what are generally called 
hidden taxes, those paid by other 
aources but passed on to the chi­ 
ton in the form of higher prices 
for the goods he buys. 
In the foundation's view, the cit­ 
izen as an individual is the only 
real taxpayer, since it insists cor 
porate levies are shifted off indue 
try’s back. 
If this calculation be accepted 
as valid,* then the price of the or­ 
dinary egg to the American con 
sumer contains IOO taxes, while 
a m an’s suit has U6, a loaf of 
bread 151 and the cost of a house 
•ome 600. 
Observations 'of this sort have 
been made before. 
The difference 
in 1957 seems to be that taxpayers 
are paying more attention to them. 
They’re wondering whether what 
they get in government service 
justifies 
the 
burdens. 
They’re 
wondering how much 
more tax 
pressure the egg can take before 
being crushed.

Senate Approves Narcotics Control 
Division; House Kills License Bill 


SPRINGFIELD apt - The Sen 
ate today passed a series of ten 
bills creating a new state division 
of narcotics control and setting 
stiffer penalties for sale and pos­ 
session of narcotics. 


The House, meanwhile, killed a 
bill that would have put distribu­ 
tion of motor vehicle license plates 
on a county basis instead of the 
present centralized system under 
the secretary of state. 
The narcotics bills were recom­ 
mended 
by a special legislative 
commission 
which 
studied 
the 
problem over the past two years 
and were, in effect, a complete 
overhaul 
of existing 
narcotics 
law’s. 
The 
new 
narcotics 
division 
would have authority to establish 
clinics for detection and treatment 
of narcotics users. 
The bills also provided for seiz­ 
ure of boats, airplanes and motor 
vehicles used in illegal drug traf- 


' fie. 
Stiffer p en alties provided in the 
bills 
included 
a 2-10 year sen­ 
tence for first offenders 
on pos­ 
session 
charges. 
The 
present 
j maximum is 1-5 years. Second of­ 
fenders could be sentenced to life 
in prison, with no probation allow- 
i cd. 


The license plate bill would have 
required the secretary of state to 
i appoint county motor vehicle com­ 
missioners in each county of the 
state to handle license applica­ 
tions. 
The commissioners would 
have been paid on a fee basis, 50 
cents per application. 
The House passed and sent to 
the Senate a bill to require 
a1! 
roads where radar speed detection 
equipment is used to be posted 
with signs telling of the radar 400 
feet in advance of the radar.
